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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 - 3 
-6, 12, and 14- 16 are allowable for the reasons presented by Applicant in Section III 
pages 5 - 7of the arguments dated June 3, 2008. With regards to claims 23 - 25, 
independent claim 23 also discloses the same limitations relied upon in independent 
claims 1 and 12, in particular "receiving an identification of the session and a duration of 
the session from a data structure containing a schedule of a date and time for each of a 
plurality of user sessions, wherein the data structure is a file for a calendar program" 
and "wherein a plurality of audio files are created on the storage medium in which each 
audio file corresponds to a given user session for a particular user according to the 
schedule of the plurality of user sessions". Therefore claims 23 - 25 are allowable again 
for the reasons presented by applicants in Section III pages 5 - 7of the arguments 
dated June 3, 2008.
